BROWN, 
RECTOR (F sf. PRPER'S CHURCH, SPRINGFIELD, iWASS., AT THE CHURCH SURVICS “F SFRING- 
FIELD CCiiiNDERY NO, 6, APRIL 15, 1951, ON THE OCCASION OF THEIR 125th ANNIVIRS/RY: 


Texts Sr. luke 22:20- "I om among you as He that serveth." 


The Knights Templar is a Christian organization, because it is built on Christian 
principles. Its insignia is a Cross and a Crown. The Cross is a symbol of conflict,- 
the conflict of right against wrongs and the Crown is the symbol of the conquest of 
right over wrong. The Community has the right to expect the Knights Templar to be 
valiant in those things for which the Cross and the Crown stend. 

The Cross is drawn large upon the world situation today, for there is certainly a 
great conflict between right and wrong; truth and falsehood; justice and cruelty; 
the forces of Christianity and the forces of Communism. The Crown can be ovr hope 
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only as we maintain the challenge of the Cross. As a dark cloud hovering over the 
Cross is an ugly and insidious shadow of a hammer and a sickle, and now is the time 
for those who stand for the Cross and Crown to not only take a stand, but a firm and 
stalwart stand. 

The first Knights Templar were charged with certain noble duties of protection of 
those Christians who made Pilgrimages to the Holy Land. The opportunity today for 
Knights is as noble and glorious an undertaking as in the first days of Knighthood. 


We like to think that Christianity will not only survive, but that it will be 
victorious. It would be frightening if we had any reason to think otherwise. But 
ona of the commonest sins of too many of us is the sin of presumption. The Chr ist ian 
religion, with its great ideals of peace ami goodwill, brotherhood, justice, mercy, 
love and forgiveness, are the ideals that can live e= but only as they are kept alive 
in the practice and development of men. They cannot survive in unreal houses == 
they can endure only in the hearts of men, kept alive to constant practice of those 
virtues. 

We must not be like the people of Jeremish's time. They were sure that because 
the Temple was God's House, nothing could happen to its because they were God's 
chosen people, no ill could befall them, They did not like Jeremiah because he 
thundered against the failings and wickedness and presumption of the people. He 
warned them that Jerusalem was in disfavor, they themselves in denger. And in due 
time the Temple was destroyed and the chosen people were carried off into captivity. 
They were guilty of the sin of presumption. 

The Temple of the Lord's House can be destroyed again == perhaps not by God in 
wreth and anger, but by men in indifference and Presumption. Are we learning the 
lessons fron past years == to hold fast to the right and Slory of the Christian 
cause for which many a Knight of old bled and died? 

We wonder at the Power of communism. Wherever communists are stationed for a 
while they leave behind them converts and little cells of people. Every communist 
is a mis Sionary, He offers great promises for the restoration of man's hopes; 
great assurances of the alleviation of ments needs e= "if you believe in these things, 


He hurts, when he Seys that Christians have not made their religion to work, that 
we have not followed the Christ in whan we profess to believe, What of your 
Christian ideals and theories? 

‘ To express hate for the communist, or to threaten to drop the atomic bomb upon him 
is no answer, 

The Christian answer must be found again in the zeal and enthusiams of the first 
Christians = who knew that they had the answer to the world's needs. Our answer 
must be in the intensity of conviction that made men to share and sacrifice for their 
ideals, to seek and to redeem the world for God. Our answer must be again in the 
spirit of Him who said: "I am among you as He that serveth." 

Atheistio camunism is the reaction to the by-passed unlived ideals of the religion 
you and I profess. Ags Knights, we must rededioate ourselves to protect and safe- 
guard the ideals of Christianity with the fervor and intensity of the noble Knights 
of olds 

It means to fight the Good fight of justice, brotherhood and security. It means 
the practice of Christian stewardship. It means doing our duty to our nation == 
especially at the polls, I may mean sacrifice, humility and self-denial, but those 
are the very watchwords of Knighthood. 

The Knights of old were hardy and strong. Our answer is to be hardy in a rightems 
cause and strong in a noble faith, If we are, then the Way of the Cross will bring 
the Glory of the Crown,
